America’s Port of New York-New Jersey 
Container Capital Containership Facilities 
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The Port Authority of New York and New Jersey is the self-supporting corpo- 
rate agency of the States of New Jersey and New York. Operating without 
burden to the taxpayer, it was created in 1921 by treaty between the two States 
to deal with the planning and development of terminal and transportation facili- 
ties, and to improve and protect the commerce of the Port District. 


Port Authority Commissioners, six from each State, are appointed by the Gover- 
nors of New Jersey and New York. They serve without pay for terms of six years. 


Charged by statute with the protection of port commerce, the Port Authority 
appears before such regulatory bodies as the Civil Aeronautics Board, the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission, and the Federal Maritime Commission in the 
interest of the welfare of the united Port District. It maintains trade development 
offices in the United States and abroad to promote the movement of commerce 
through the Port of New York/New Jersey. 


During the past 56 years, The Port Authority of New York and New Jersey has 
invested over $4 billion in 26 land, sea, and air terminal and transportation 


facilities.

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Thirty-five container cranes handle a total of more than one million containers each year at the five modern 
containership terminals of ‘‘America’s Container Capital.’’ With more than 1,200 acres of container 
terminal upland and five miles of berthing space, the five terminals have rail transfer facilities, excellent 
connections with the area's major highways and the national interstate system. A vast supply of lift trucks, 
straddle carriers, mobile cranes, chassis, and other supportive equipment at the terminals give the New 
York-New Jersey Port a breadth and scope of container services unmatched anywhere else in the world. All 
containership facilities of the bi-state port have the additional advantage of being located less than 12 miles 


from the open sea. 
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The Port Newark/Elizabeth Marine complex is the home of the world’s first and largest container port. 
Developed by The Port Authority of New York and New Jersey from unused marshlands, the $300 million 
investment required for this huge modern seaport testifies to this port’s confidence in the future of inter- 
modal transport. Last year more than 75 per cent of the port’s container traffic moved over the 26 spacious 
containership berths extending almost four miles along the Elizabeth Channel and Newark Bay. 


Within this great marine complex there are eight separate container terminals, all leased and operated by 
tenant steamship lines and terminal operators. 


One 3,800-foot-long section of wharf at Port Newark along the north side of Elizabeth Channel, for example, 
is occupied by two individual terminals. Together they are equipped with three high-speed container gantry 
cranes and are contiguous to more than 100 acres of upland and over half a million square feet of cargo 
shed space. 


The Port Authority Marine Terminal at Elizabeth, is the world’s largest shipping interface engineered speci- 
fically to meet the demanding requirements of large scale, high-speed containership operations. Elizabeth 
can best be described in terms of capacity, size and performance. The six separate terminals at this one 
vast facility handle a greater volume of cargo in containers than the total general cargo tonnage of any 
other U.S. port. To accomplish this production with speed and over-all efficiency, the 1,165-acre facility 
has 19 container cranes at its 22 containship berths along thee miles of wharf. In addition to the area 
devoted to marine terminal operations, some 660 acres, there is a million square feet of cargo space in 
twelve distribution buildings and 50 miscellaneous buildings providing ancillary port services. 


Elizabeth’s multi-lane common usage roads connect directly with each terminal and with the nearby major 
highways. Each terminal at the Elizabeth-Port Newark complex has its own entrance plaza, document pro- 
cessing offices, operational buildings and security fencing.

In the intermodal world of container shipping, marine terminals provide the interface between the sea 
passage and inland portion of the total container voyage. However, today’s modern seaport needs more 
than containership facilities; all the ancillary services required for efficient total intermodal transportation 


must be provided as well. 


The modern containership facilities at the Port of New York-New Jersey are backed up by an unmatched 
supply of these supportive services and facilities. The scope and volume of ‘‘for-lease’’ containers and 
container equipment, and high-capacity TOFC/COFC railyards provide a plentiful, fast and reliable source 
of these vital facilities and services to ocean carriers and the shipping public. 


Intermodal rail traffic is handled efficiently at 
five major piggyback yards. Conrail main- 
tains COFC/TOFC facilities at Portside, 
South Kearny, North Bergen, Croxton, and 
Port Jersey, and the Delaware and Hudson 
Railway operates the Oak Island Yard. 


Both Conrail and D & H provide optional 
drayage service between their TOFC/COFC 
yards and the containership terminals. 


TOFC/COFC International Traffic is routed 
between these Port District facilities and all 
major U.S. Continental and Canadian points. 











Port of New York-New Jersey COFC/TOFC Railyards 


The North Bergen Conrail TOFC/COFC facility, 
located off Routes 1 and 9, is only a few minutes 
drive from the New Jersey Turnpike intersection 
at Secaucus, as well as from the approach to the 
Lincoln Tunnel. North Bergen’s two working 
tracks have space for spotting 82 railcars. Three 
piggypackers speed transfer of trailers, and park- 
ing space for 500 forty-foot units is available. 


Conrail’s Croxton Yard in Jersey City has a 79-car 
capacity on its two working tracks. Three piggy- 
packers are on hand to efficiently load or unload 
along a mile-long ‘‘pad.’’ Pickup and delivery 
service is offered waterborne containers on 
movements to and from all marine terminals. In 
addition there is a parking area for 750 containers 
and/or trailers. Five ramps, capable of holding 
10 cars for end-loading TOFC operations, are 
also available.

and convenient access to the port’s marine 
terminals. Five piggypackers service the nine 
tracks that accommodate 183 railcars in all, 
including four TOFC ramp tracks. Parking facili- 
ties for 1,500 trailers are available. 


Part of the Oak Island yard, adjacent to the Port 
Newark/ Elizabeth containerport, is dedicated to 
COFC/TOFC operations of the Delaware and 
Hudson Railway. Equipped with five tracks and 
two piggypackers for handling 83 cars, this 
facility also contains three tracks with a 33-car 
capacity for end-loading operations. Impressive 
volumes of international cargo are moved 
between Oak Island and points in eastern Canada 
and the Midwest. 


Adjacent to the Port Newark/Elizabeth complex, 
Conrail’s Portside COFC/TOFC terminal is a 14- 
acre facility that can accommodate 400 forty-foot 
units. It operates seven days a week with two 
piggypackers. Railroads scheduling trains to and 
from Portside offer line-haul service to and from 
the Midwest.
